Coin Shortage 


Crisis Due In 


Next 2-3 Years 


WASHINGTON (API — The 
coin shortage will reach a crisis 
stage within the next two or 
three years. 
Til is is the vie w of govern­ 
m ent officials who d irect the 
m anufacture and distribution of 
billions of coins and it is based 
on the assum ption that dem and 
wilt continue to expand at an 
incredible rate. 
How soon will the shortage 
have 
a 
noticeable 
effect 
on 
business, and produce serious 
inconvenience for the public? 
“ We believe that som e banks 
are already stocking up on coins 
for next C hristm as,” a T reasury 
official said. 
Output Stepped Up 
Of the 55 billion coins m anu­ 
factured 
by 
the 
governm ent 
since 1792, about 44 billion have 
been 
m inted 
in 
the 
past 25 
years. On the average, a coin 
stays in circulation for 25 years 
Production has been stepped 
up sharply in the past few years 
and 
it will 
reach 
4.1 
billion 
pieces 
in 
the 
business 
year 
which ends next Ju n e 30. 
If 
Congress 
approves m oney 
for 
overtim e pay and som e addi­ 
tional equipm ent, the total will 
reach 4.6 billion in fiscal 1965. 
“ If there w ere no shortage, 
we would have 2 billion coins 
on hand and 2 billion in the dis­ 
tribution pipeline,” a T reasury 
official said. “ Now we have vir­ 
tually none. 
“ In other words, w e’re a year 
behind right now. And it takes 
three 
years 
to 
build 
a 
new 
m int.” 
Collectors Blamed 
The m ints at Philadelphia and 
D enver are operating a t n ear 
capacity although the P hiladel­ 
phia output can be increased by 
IOO m illion coins a year if the 
p resen t three shifts are extend­ 
ed through w eekends. An addi­ 
tional 500 m illion coins a year 
can be turned out at D enver 
with the addition of equipm ent. 
G overnm ent officials are not 
sure why dem and has increased 
so enorm ously in the past three 
y ears. 
Some 
believe 
th a t 
vending 
m achines are the culprits since 
they keep change out of circu­ 
lation for days or weeks. The 
vending m achine com panies say 
their business has not caused 
the shortage. 
There seem s to be a grow ing 
belief that the coins are in the 
hands of collectors. The num ber 
of num ism atists has been esti­ 
m ated at 8 million to 12 m illion.

(AP) — Sub­ 
freezing 
tem p eratu res 
gripped 
the Deep South again today and 
farm ers contem plated addition­ 
al 
crop 
losses 
after 
earlier 
freezing caused severe dam age. 
The peach crop loss in South 
Carolina and G eorgia was esti­ 
m ated at $32.5 million. The loss 
m ay be higher after M onday 
night’s freeze. 
P each crops in A labam a, T en­ 
nessee and north G eorgia also 
w ere dam aged heavily by Sun­ 
day night’s freeze and the latest 
freeze could wipe out the crop 
in these states altogether. 
The latest freeze apparently 
spared the vegetable crops of 
south Florida. 
Although 
frost w arnings 
in­ 
cluded areas as far south as the 
E verglades, early m orning tem ­ 
peratures in south Florida were 
in the 50s. 
T em peratures below freezing 
w ere reported in north Florida. 
However, there are few crops in 
these areas this early in the 
season. 
The 
spring 
freeze, 
coldest 
since 
1955 
in 
m ost 
sections, 
prom ised tem peratures at least 
as cold as Sunday night in the 
northern portions of Dixie. E x­ 
trem e southern 
portions 
w ere 
w arned of colder tem peratures 
than those of Sunday night. 
This m eant th a t crops in the 
southern portions which escaped 
Sunday 
night 
faced 
possible 
rum. The last com plete peach 
kill in the Southeast was in 1955.

Quake Deals 


Hard Blow To 


Young Alaska 


ANCHORAGE, A laska (A P)— 
The earthquake and sea waves 
which battered the m ajor cen­ 
ters of south cen tral A laska F ri­ 
day night dealt a crushing blow 
to the econom y of this young 
state. 


A laska w as looking forw ard 
this y ea r to a banner tourist 
season, with the Southeast M a­ 
rine H ighw ay (ferry) system in 
full operation. 
B usiness 
conditions 
were 
steadily im proving. The outlook 
for the fishing industry, one of 
the m ost im portant segm ents of 
the s ta te ’s econom ic base, was 
very prom ising after last y e a r’s 
dism al results in the im portant 
B ristol Bay red salm on fishery. 
Then cam e the earthquake. 
The busine: . d istrict of An­ 
chorage, the sta te ’s larg est city, 
was laid w aste. The vital rail­ 
head of Sew ard was virtually 
wiped out, as w as the town of 
Valdez. Kodiak lost 75 per cent 
of its business com m unity. Cor­ 
dova w as hard lilt. M en who 
had w orked at paying jobs on 
F rid ay found them selves unem ­ 
ployed on S aturday. 
The p riv ate econom y reeled, 
and so did that of the state gov­ 
ern m en t. 
The m ajor setback to the gov­ 
ernm ent, will com e through loss 
of individual and corporate in­ 
com e 
taxes, 
business 
license 
taxes and raw fish taxes. 
W hat 
the 
total 
drop 
in 
revenue will be, no one is p re­ 
pared to state at this tim e. Gov. 
W illiam A. Egan, haggard after 
touring 
the 
w orst 
dam aged 
areas, said he could not even 
m ake a guess until a full assess­ 
m ent is com pleted. 
The 
governor 
did 
estim ate 
dam age at m ore than $350 m il­ 
lion, 
but 
that 
was 
to 
actual 
property, 
w ithout 
relation 
to 
taxes which will not be pro­ 
duced. 
The closest thing to an actual 
estim ate p f revenue loss was 
m ade by R obert D. Stevenson, 
state com m issioner of revenue. 
M eeting with a joint Senate - 
House 
F inance 
C om m ittee 
in 
em ergency session at Juneau, 
Stevenson said 
in reply 
to a 
question th at the result could be

R eports from F airb an k s 
indicated half the tow n’s popu­ 
lation of 45 m ay have been lost 
in a desperate race for higher 
ground against an 80-foot tidal 
wave.

Trio Will Orbit 
Earth 120 Days 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP)—Space 
oficials announced plans had 
been made to follow up the 
Apollo moon landing by orbit­ 
ing three men around the earth 
for 120 days. 
This newest development in 
the United States space program 
came to light in a proposal for 
a study and construction of an 
extended mission environmental 
control and life support system 
for the Apollo spacecraft. 
The three astronauts would 
travel in a modified version of 
the Apollo mooncraft, sim ilar to 
the one scheduled to go to the 
moon this decade. 
Besides modifying the space­ 
craft, Manned Spacecraft Cen­ 
ter 
officials 
said 
all 
efforts 
would be made to use as much 
Apollo 
technology 
and 
equip­ 
m ent as possible in the new 
project. 
A spokesman for the Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
m inistration said it was hoped 
by starting the two-year study 
now, 
the 
long-flight 
mission 
could get under way soon after 
the first American sets foot on 
the moon. 
The 
NASA 
proposal 
would 
modify the Apollo spacecraft by 
replacing the Lunar Excursion 
Module with a space laboratory, 
but keeping the three-man crew. 
The LEM is the moon landing 
vehicle of the Apollo spacecraft 
and in outer space it will turn 
around and dock with the com­ 
m and module so astronauts can 
move between the two sections 
for the ferry to the moon. 
The space agency said the 
four-month mission was neces­ 


sary if this country wants to ac­ 
complish 
future 
space 
goals, 
such 
as interplanetary 
travel 
and exploration. 
Twin purpose of the extended 
flight, NASA said, would be to 
learn how men live and work 
under a weightless condition for 
long periods of time, and to pro­ 
vide means of conducting en­ 
gineering and scientific experi­ 
ments under space conditions.

Ne soft soap about it — the 
detergent industry has promised 
full distribution of “soft” de­ 
tergents bv the end of 1965. 
Soft detergents, a dozen years 
in the making, are the indus­ 
try’s answer to public demand 
for products that do not cause 
foam in .sewage plants and on 
streams, reports Georgianne Ba­ 
ker, home management special­ 
ist with the Michigan Coopera­ 
tive Extension Service. 
Detergents we’re now using, 
she explains have been called 
“hard” because they leave a 
suds residue that does not break 
down easily. She points out that 
toe residue problem 
has 
oc­ 
curred only with synthetic de­ 
tergents arid not with soaps. 
The soft (technically called 
“biodegradable” ) 
detergents 
creak down faster in sewage 
treatment and thus help to el­ 
iminate the foam which, the 
industry contends, is not actu­ 
ally harmful but may be objec­ 
tionable from an esthetic stand­ 
point. 
Some soft detergents are be­ 
ginning to appear on the m ar­ 
ket now, Miss Baker notes The 
detergent industry, she 
says, 
expects the improved products 
to have all the cleaning power 
of the brands in use today. And 
they’re not expected to cost the 
consumers 
any 
more 
than 
they’re already paying. 
This is a quiet revolution, 
nov/ever. 
Indications are that 
the detergents you buy in 1966 
will have the same brand names 
as the detergents you're using 
today. 


“Therefore, there will be no 
flag waving 
or 
brand 
an­ 
nouncements to the public when 
the 
switch 
is 
made.” 
says 
Charles G. Bueltman, technical 
director of the Soap & Deter­ 
gent Association. 
In the meantime, Miss Bak­ 
er tells 
homemakers 
to 
be 
v atching for this change in their 
favorite all-purpose detergents, 
but not to hesitate to continue 
us ng their favored brands now. 
The detergent industry 
has 
cautioned that 
its 
voluntary 
switch to biodegradable 
pro­ 
ducts is not going to solve all 
of our water problems. 
According to SDA, 
increase 
snd density in population and 
ihe high degree of 
industrial 
j reduction often 
mean 
that 
many existing facilities for wa­ 
ter treatment and sewage dis­ 
posal are inadequate. Commu- | 
pities must take corrective steps 
in these areas, the SDA warns, 
before the overall problem of 
water pollution is satisfactori­ 
l y solved.

On Glaucoma 


ATLANTA ( AP) — Imagine 
an enclosed bathtub slow ly fill- 
in* with 
water. After water 
reaches the brim, pressure be­ 
to n s building inside the cover­ 
ed tub. 
This is what the eye of a 
person stricken with glaucoma 
is like — a vessel with excess 
fluid and a serious inability to 
drain the liquid. 
Scientists at Emory U niver­

w hich causes glaucoma's char­ 
acteristic hardening of the ey e­ 
balls. 
Dr. Morton Waitzman, head 
of the eye research center in 
the departm ent of ophthalm ol- 
ogy, says. “We believe w e’ve 
found a drug that w ill retard 
the chem ical 
mechanisms in 
the eye which produce too much 
fluid.”

LANSING (AP> — “Who is 
M ich ig a n ’s secretary of state?” 
the official asked. 
The question took the High­ 
land Park High students by sur­ 
prise and there was an awk­ 
ward silence. 
The students had brought a 


30-foot-long petition to Lansing 
asking the voting age be low­ 
ered to 18. 
Finally, one of the 40 students 
braved 
an 
answer: 
“Dean 
Rusk?” 
“I 
was 
embarrassed 
for 
them,” said Rep. James Ka- 
roub, 
D-Highland 
Park, 
who 
was their escort through 
the 
Capitol. 
“Secretary of State James 
Hare signs all their drivers li­ 
censes,” says Karoub. 
“I really believe that as many 
adults couldn’t answer the same 
question, but what made this 
funny was the reason the stu­ 
dents were here—to plead their 
interest and knowledge in gov­ 
ernment,” he says. 
Some Opposed 
The recent incident drama­ 
tized 
one 
of 
the 
arguments 
against the lower voting age—- 
an argument heard more and 
more often 
since the Senate 
passed the resolution to lower 
the franchise floor below 21. 
“This age group is least inter­ 
ested in local issues,” says Sen. 
Don Gordon, R-Leland, whose 
daughter, 
17-year-old 
Trudy, 
lobbies him against the resolu­ 
tion. 
“She feels the kids would be 
voting with then- parents out of 
respect—or against them out of 
rebellion—and not deciding on 
the basis of issues or candi­ 
dates,” says Gordon. 
Trudy is unlike most of the 
late-teen-age offspring of repre­ 
sentatives—not because she is 
against the resolution, but be­ 
cause she takes an interest in it 
at all. 
Rep. Albert Horrigan, D-Flint, 
for example, favors the lower 
age. “Between the ages of 18 
and 20 you could easily form the 
habit of not voting.” he said. 
But Horrigan’s daughter, 20- 
year-old Western Michigan coed 
Margaret, is indifferent. 
So is Bernie Van Til, 17, even 
though his father, Rep. Riemer 
Van Til, R-Holland, has taken a 
vital interest and polled his Ot­ 
tawa County delegation. 
Too Many Stresses 
“The results are 95 for the 
lower age, 225 against,” he said. 
“The fact that young people 
are interetsted in politics does 
not mean they can — or even 
want to — take on the voting 
responsibility. 
“More and more young peo­ 
ple are entering mental institu­ 
tions,” says Van Til. “They’re 
caught between the stresses of 
work and school and social com­ 
petition—we already load a lot 
on these kids.” 
Sen. 
Martin 
Bu th. 
R-Com- 
stock Park, has two sons in the 
age group, but neither has ex­ 
pressed much interest. Adults in 
Buth’s district are answering 
Buth’s 
poll 
10-1 
against 
tile 
lower age, he says. 
While the youngsters appar­ 
ently take only a mild interest 
in the question directly bearing 
on them, the adults—the present 
electorate—seem 
keenly 
inter­ 
n e d . 
Hep. John Teppp, R-Cadillac, 
was not surprised when answers 
to his poll showed a 4-1 margin 
against the lower age. But, he 
said the number returned, near­ 
ly 55 per cent of the question­ 
naires mailed out, was “fantas­ 
tically high.” 
Toepp said he will oppose the 
lower vote age because “I am 
convinced 
that 
an 
18-year-old 
voting law would lead to a drive 
foi an 18-year-old drinking law 
—and that I’ll v i o l e n t l y op­ 
pose.”
